Three-Power Naval Pact at Least 
Considered Assured.

LONDON, April 3.—<After 10 
weeks of negotiations the naval 
conference this afternoon was re- 
corded in American, British and 
Japanese circles as having achieved 
great succegs. This position was 
reached after a conference this 
morning wherein the Americans 
and British accepted the Japanese 
Government's reservations to the 
American-British naval proposats. 
Thus was assured at least a power- 
ful three-power agreement as an 
outcome of the conferénce even if 
France and Italy cannot partici- 
pate. 

Only detaile on Japanese reser- 
wations on scrapping and replacing 
of ships to keep dockyards work- 
ing remain to be settled. It was 
said there would’ be no factor of 
difficulty in the reservations. 

A Japanese statement empha- 
sized what is regarded ag the prin- 
cipal reservation, that such 24 
treaty as is reached here will ¢x- 
tend for five years only, and that; 
after 1936, they may restate their 
demand for a 70 per cent tatio in 
large cruisers.

NOT DISCLOSED 


Sale to Commonwealth 
Corporation Would Pro- 
vide Necessary Facilities 
for Expansion of Service. 


A contract for the purchase of a 
controlling interest in the St. Louis 


County Water Co, by the Common- 


wealth Utilities Corporation, a sub- 
sidiary of the United Gas Improve- 
ment Co., of Philddelphia, is in the 
hands of Francis Bros. & Co., rep- 
resentatives of the principal stock- 
hoiders, for their consideration. 

A 4deeision is expected to be 
reached today or tomorrow, it was 
said, by David R, Francis Jr., one 
of the partners. Any such sale 
must have the approval of the 
Public Service Commission, Francis 
declined to discuss the terms of 
purchase. His firm represents the 
owners of more than 75 per cent 
of the 14,000 shares of outstanding 
common stock, 

Purchase of the water company 
by the Commonwealth Corporation 
would provide necessary facilities 
for expanding the company’s serv- 
ice in St. Louis County, it was 
said by W. C. Morehead of Smith, 
Moore & Co., investment § firm, 
which represents the prospective 
buyer. An additional main from 
the Missouri River, costing about 
$500,000 will be needed and exten- 
sion of mains and other improve- 
ments requiring an additional 
$500,000, he said, will be necessary 
soon to keep pace with the growth 
of population in the county. 

Commonwealth Utilities was or- 
ganized in 1925 by a group of St. 
Louisans and sold to. the Phila- 

delphia company last fall. Wiley 
F. Corl, a director of the First-Na- 
tional Bank, remained as presi- 
dent and was made a vice prest- 
dent of the holding company, 
which is one of the largest and old- 
est in the country, having been or- 
ganized in 1882. 

The St. Louis County Water Co. 
was formed in 1925 to take over 
the water business of the West 
St. Louis Water and Light Co., 
formed in 1902 by the late David 
R. Francis. Its capitalization is 
$2,800,000 of bonds, $250,000 of 
preferred stock and 14,000 shares 
of no par value’ common stock. 

Sought $6,200,000 Valuation. 

In 1927, the company asked the 
Public Service Commission to fiz 
a valuation of $6,200,000 on its 
properties. The commission, how- 
ever, fixed the valuation at $6,500,- 
000 as of Dec. 31, 1927, and re- 
duced the figtre to $4,978,130 for 
rate-making purposes. Last Febru- 
ary- the commigsion ordered a re- 
duction of 12.2 per cent in rates 
in order to fix the company’s re- 
turn at not more than 7 per cent. 
This reduction is still being op- 
posed. 

The present St. Louis County 
water rates are aboyt twice as 
high, on the average, ag the rates 
charged for water in St. Louis, ac- 
cording to Willi.m H, Henby, pres- 
ident of the company, who attrib- 
utes this differerice in part to nat- 
ural causes and in part to the fact 
that the county plant is privately 
owned and subject to taxes and 
other charges from which the 
city’s municipal waterworks is ex- 
empt.

Ten persons were killed and many : 
injurea,’some gravely, in a series 
of explosions today that wrecked 
a fireworks plant at Devon, 15/0 
miles from Philadelphia, and shook 
most of the fashionable suburbs 
along the main line of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad west of this city. 

The explosion occurred at the 
plant of the Pennsylvania Fire 
Works Display Co,, ‘comprised of 
40 small buildings on a seven-acre 
tract. The plant is situated near 
the railroad and the Lincoln high- 
way, known locally as Lancaster 
Pilte. 

There were three heavy blasts, 
foliowed at intervals for about 20 
minutes by lighter explosions, pre- 
sumably from small fire works, 

Hight of the dead were killed 
outright and their bodies were 
found as soon as firemen and 
other rescuers could approach the 
wrecked buildings. Two deaths oc- 
curred later. . 

Fire followed the blasts and 
some of the bodies were so serious- 
ly burned that it will be difficult 
to identify them,, All were taken 
to a morgue at Malvern, several 
miles west of Devon. Nearly all of 
the ddad were employes and sé@vV- 
eral of them. were women, 

Like a roar of artillery, 
explosion occurred about 9:50 a. 
.m, sending debrig through the air 
for long distances. Two other de- 
tonations followed 
and for 20 minutes there were ¢ex- 
plosions, The detonations were 
felt more than 20 miles away, The} 
blasts were distinctly felt in the 
upper part of Philadelphia and in 
New Jersey.

CORRECTING TING ERRORS 


Seeking to Halt Rural 


“Heroes” Who Have 


Joined in His Plan. 


_ MOSCOW, April 8,—The Gov- 
fernment today announced a: num- 


ber of sweeping concessions 
peasants who remain loyal to the 
collective farm movement or re- 
turn to the collective farms fol- 
lowing the recent exodus which re- 
sulted from the new policy to ap+ 
pease them. 

The privileges, which are in- 
tended to save the Government's 
monumental agricultural collectiv- 
ization scheme from any possibil- 
ity of failure, include: 

1. Exemption from taxation, for 
a period of two years, of all cat- 
tle, horses, hogs and poultry be- 
longing both to individual farmers 
and members of the collective 
farms. 

2. Postponement until the end 
of the harvest of all outstanding 
debts of collective farmers. 

3. Cancellation of all fines and 
court judgments imposed upon 
such farmers before April 1 for 
faliure to carry out the Govern- 
ment’s agriculutre plans. 

4. Extension of credit by the 
Government of 509,000,000 rubles 
(about $250,000,000) to the col- 
— farmers. 
| ‘orcible Means Forbidden. 
ivan officials are forbid- 
den under this decree from: levy~ 
ing forcible contributions 
| peasants for the purchase of trac- 
| tors, from obliging peasants to 
deposit money in savifigs banks 
against their wish, anl from dé- 
priving members of the collective 
farms who go to the cities for sea- 
sonal work of a larger percentage 
of their earnings than is provided 
by law. 

No such far-reaching conces- 
sions have been made to the peas- 
antry in the 13 years of the revo- 
lution, and they are considered 
here to mark a change in com- 
munistic policy.

| Communist party, occupies the en- 
'tire front page of Soviet newspapers 
today tn explaining the Govern- 
| ment’s recent abrupt turn in carry- 
| ing out its agricultural plans. 

He insists that the change in pol- 
icy does not constitute retreat. but 
| simply involves the correctitg of 
| mistakes and exceasés committed by 
over-zealous Gevernment and party 
officials, who were “drunk with 
the success” of thé a 
movement . 

“From Poverty and pies 

Admitting that gerat numbers of 
peasants already have deserted the 
eollective farms, Stalin declares 
that even if the -Government 
achieves collectivization of 43 per 
cent of the peasant households. in- 
stead of the 60 per cent figure pre- 
viously set, the Government by this 
spring will have exceeded by 60 per 
cent the estimates of the five-year 
plan of collectivization. 

Stalin then enumerates the new

CAIRO,’ Egypt, April 3.—A 
photograph taken at the Helouan 
Observatory confirmed, it was 
stated today, existence of the trans- 
neptune planet recently discovered 
by the Lowell Observatory at Filag- 
staff, Ariz. 

Photographs of the planet were 
taken March 17, 24 and 27, the 
body appearing on the plates after 
an hour’s exposure. 

The planet is*less brilliant than 
Neptune, but it apparently is larger 
than the earth. 


FLAGSTAFF, Ariz., April 3.— 
Astronomers at Lowell Observa- 
tory, avho recently announced dis- 
covery of the trans-Neptunian 
planet, said to day that doubts of 
the planet's existence as expressed 
by some European scientists, had 
caused no deviation in the observa- 
tory’s continued investigation of 
the planet. 

“Since its discovery we have 
been following it continuously,” 
Dr. V. M. Slipber, director, said. 
“Dr. C. O, Lampland has made 
scores of plates and has observed 
it through the large refractory 
telescope.
